l:r.  Smith  states  that  prices  on  barreled  apples  in  the  London  market  at 
the  -present  time  are  from  48  cents  to  72  cents  per  barrel  lower  than  those 
■prevailing  in  Liverpool.     The  London  market  for  boxed  varieties,  however, 
is  about  24  cents  per  box  higher  than  the  Liverpool  level.    The  3ritish 
market  for  Spanish  oranges  remains  unchanged,  but  the  dem;:nd  for  ^rar>e- 
fmit  shors  a  considerable  improvement.

Supplies  of  Washington  ^inesaps  were  in  excess  of  demand,  Bxtra  Fancy 
fruit,  sizes  150,  163/175,  bringing  from  32.63  to  32.74  -ner  box  against 
32.30  to  32.92  p^r  box  Last  reek.
